“A FIGURE-HEAD FOR A PRESIDENTIAL 
5 NCA CH 


The subject of this program is a figure-head for a new Presi- 
dential Yacht. This yacht will be a two-mast wooden sailing 
yacht with auxiliary gasoline power. The name “The May- 
flower” of the former Presidential Yacht will be retained, and 
that, including the fact that the sole purpose of the yacht is for 
official and personal cruises of the President, should determine 
the character of the figure-head, which must be a human figure 
with whatever accessories, if any, are desired by the competitor. 


The bowsprit is at a slight angle with the horizontal level, 
and the figure-head is directly under the bowsprit and is to be 
of wood and spliced to the up-turning keel, where its dimensions 
are 12x12 inches and where the angle of inclination with the 
horizontal is about 60 degrees. The distance from the bottom 
of the bowsprit to the water line is to be about 12 feet. The 
diameter of the bowsprit is 12 inches where it joins keel and 
bow. The yacht is 70 feet in length and a 20 foot beam. 


Besides the angle and dimensions given, the exact shape and 
form of the prow from where the figure-head commences is to 
be left to the competitor. The Presidential Yacht will be painted 
white, and the figure-head may be gilded or painted white or 
such colors as may seem desirable to the competitor. 


Competitors, especially those unacquainted with boat shapes, 
are advised to study shapes and designs of bows of yachts and 
figure-heads in the Public Libraries. 


Definitions: Bowsprit—a large boom or spar running out 
from the prow of a vessel to carry its sails forward. Keel— 
the chief and lowest timber of a vessel, extending from prow to 
stern and supporting the whole frame. Prow—the forepart 
of a ship. ;

“A BYZANTINE BAPTIST RY” 


Near a Cathedral, but detached, are indications of the foun- 
dations and a few fragments of a Byzantine Baptistry. The 
fragments show some beautiful capitals and pieces of marble 
and glass mosaic. The foundation is so demolished that it can 


only serve for general location. 


A wealthy citizen has decided to rebuild this building as a 
memorial and to restore it to its original condition as nearly 
as can be done. He wishes the building to be from 30 to 40 
feet, inside dimensions. He wishes the font placed in the center 
as there are evidences of steps indicating that the font was in 
that position. The fragments of marble were probably used 
for revetments and the glass mosaics for the upper parts of the 
walls. It is not clear what the particular construction of the 
roof or dome was. ‘There may have been large mosaic figures 
in the decoration. : d
